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PEISFAOE TO THE SECOND EDITION. 


This edition of tlio Gulistan is, as tlio title-page announces, a new 
edition, and not a more reprint of tho former. TIio numerous typo- 
graphical and otlicr errors of tho former edition liavo all, to tho best 
of my. knowledge, been corrected ; now, and it is to bo hoped, improved 
readings, have in numerous instances been introduced ; tho long and the 
short izafat have been distinguished — tho former being represented by a 
vertical ka’^rOf thus («) ; the vocabuldiy has been corrected and enlarged ; 
and, lastly, the metres of all the verses occurring in the text have been 
given in an appendix. 

Tho adverse circumstances under whieli the former edition was pre- 
pared almost precluded tho possibility of accuracy. Tho first MS. of 
the tavt, upon which I had labourc<l for some }cars, was burnt at tho 
printer’s, and not a vestige of it remained in my possession. Tho 
second had to bo prepared against time, and at a period when I was 
labouring under a painful sickness. I was constrained thoreforo to take 
a gi’cat deal on trust; and although ray chief guide was one who is 
justly regarded as an Orientalist of great eminence, I have, in blindly 
following Jiim, paid tho penalty of “surrendpring judgment liood-winked 
to the fascination of a name.” 

It is in the verses of tho text that the most striking alterations will 
for tho most part bo found. Tho changes made do not, it is true, in 
every instance materially affect the sense; but they unquestionably pro- 
duce a great ebango in tbo versification, as may bo perceived from the 
few examples which follow, in none of whicli will tho old readings scan :

ive carefully collated it with some of 
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the best MSS.' in the Jibniric.s of (ho Jncliii OHice -'itkI IJnlirJi 
Museum Unit were most kindly placed at my service by Dr. Do.t and 
Dr, Rieu. Tlicsc MSS., however, arc from India, and diih.-r In no groat 
extent from those in my possession. Still I wa‘^ forinnate in obtaining 
some valuable help from them. A genuine Ihevian !MvS., cither of fiie 
Gulistan or of the of Sa'di, I wis un.able to discover in either 

of the above-mentioned libraries. I regret lliis the more as I sn-por-l 
that not a few of the verses in the Indian copies of the (jidi-^tan are 
spurious. 

I take this opportunity of oflering my grateful thanks to tho-c foreign 
critics who kindly pointed out to me the defects of tlic fonner edition 
of this woi’k, and whoso suggestions have led to the prcjiaration of the 
”csent I’cnsed and corrected edition. To my critic in tlie Uevnc 
ntiqucj” No. 5, of 1st Feb,, 187.3, my thank.s are (specially duo. He 
rill, I trust, perceive that his suggestions and comments have borne 
ruit in the present edition. I fail to see, however, on what ground lie 
•ould have me change the word shahid, " lover,” to shdhad. ^’hat thi.s is 
the modern pronunciation of the word 1 allow. Dut SahlDs can .scarcely 
be termed a modern work ; and there is nothing, so far as my knowledge 
goes, to show that in Sa'di’s days the word was jironounced othcrwi.so 
than shahid. Indeed the evidence afforded by flic standard lexicons and 
by the commentators is against the pronunciation shdhad in olden times j 
for these all notice the change from l^nshm to Hishm, dimdfjh to dmmgh, 
etc., but are silent on tlie subject of shahid. Tliis I regard as pretty 
satisfactory proof that the change from shahid to shdhad is a compara- 
tively recent one. 

Again, to the same critic’s objections to the verse ^_cj^ JiDj vJ ^ 
(Page 77, Kifa) I would reply: 1. That no MS. or 
printed copy of the Gulistan that I have seen gives a different reading j 
2. That the verse does satisfy the metre, the second foot (which is con- 
demned by my critic) being what is technically termed musha"as, a 
variation by no means uncommon in the metre Ilvjtas (c. f. Nazm,

diacritical and other marks, tho} fill short of tho number presented in 
tho text of Dr Sprenger, whoso rematks on tho utilitj of a complete 
system of punctuation in Urdu and Persian texts I fullj endorse I may 
hero explain that in tho present text tho mark (^) represents a comma, 
or a semicolon, and occasionally a colon, tho mark (*) a full stop

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PREFACE. 


The present c<htion of tlio Gnbstan is tlio result of a careful comparison 
of tbo texts of Gentius, Gladwin, Scmelct, Sprcngei, and Jolinson, as 
w ell as a largo number of old and a aluable manuscripts — partly ray own 
property, partly that of tbo publishers of this work — and some choice 
bthographod copies which I brought a\ith me from India 

Had my owTi wishes alone been consulted, it would perhaps have been 
more agreeable to me to ro-edit (with permission) the excellent text of 
Dr Sprengcr, and add a vocabulary thereto, but as it was determined 
that a re\ ised text should bo prepared by me, I set myself to the task 
with the earnest intention of making tlic best of tlio valuable and ample 
malcrial at my command 

1 undertook tbo work with tho less hesitation because I belle^cd, 
Ist, That 01 cn Dr Sprengcr admits that otlier readings than those adopted 
by him aro admissible (at least, I infer as much from his» giving tho 
xarianits of three copies m tho notes of tho Prcfaco of his edition) , 
2ndly, Tint there was much room for improvement m tho punctuation 
of all tlio preceding editions, 3rdJy, That a moro extensive use of ortho 
graphical signs — at least, m all tlio opening chapters of the work, and in 
all tho Arabic portions — would prove of great assistance to students, 
4thly,That a fuller and more accurito \ocabulnry than any that has 
hitherto appeared was desirable 

Two of tho MSS used by me I found to bo, for the most part, m 
surprisiil^ harmony w ith tho text of Dr Sprenger , and hence, whenever 
these three concurred in a reading from aihich that (or those, for tho 
ieadin"s of tho others were m some instances as various as possible,) of 
the other texts and manuscripts differed, I invariably adopted it as tho 
more trustworthy Jlorcoaer, tlio readings of all the texts and MSS 
m some few cases differed widely from olio another, and from the text of 
Dr Sprenger, in such cases I ha\o mihcsitatingly preferred tho reading 
of Dr Sprenger 

Iho full system of punctuvtiou, the extensile use of \owcl-pomtb, and 
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the invariable use of the izafat, vfiW, it is hopccl, remove many (liffieultics 
from the beginner’s path, enabling him to read fluently, correctly, and 
intelligibly, and to discover the meaning of the author ^vith tolerable 
facility. 

To the preparation of the Vocabulary I have devoted very con«id<'rable 
time and pains. I have not, to the best of my knowledge, omitted a single 
word occurring in the text, except such perfect participles ns dilier in nn 
sense from the verbs from which they arc derived, and a few compf/unds, 
mch as dastam, dastai (of which the parts, (/n.'r/, am, and at, arc given 
separately), in cases where they could not possil)ly pur.7.1o the learner 
who has mastered the merest elements of tlie granunar. On tlie contrary, 
I have admitted into the Vocabulary all I’crsiau jdirases and i<Homs of 
which the sense is not quite obvious, and’ all the Ara!)ic jdirascs and 
sentences occurring in the text. The meanings given in ]>receding 
vocabularies I have, in not a few cases, felt it necc.^sary to motlifv' or 
completely change. A notable instance of this will bo found in the word 
Ichirsah, to which the vocabularies and dictionaries give the Tiieaning of 
“The game of leap-frog” or “Blind-man’s buff,” to neither of wliich it 
has the slightest relation. Of several words I have attempted to fix the 
etymology; with what success I cannot presume to dolormine. I liavc 
spared no pains in ascertaining the correct vowels of every word ; in dis- 
tinguishing purely Persian from purely Arabic words ; in noting such 
Persian words as, though derived from the Arabic, have changed their 
form or signification, or both; and lastly, in noting Arabic words coined 
firom the Persian, Sanskrit, and Greek languages. 

In the preparation of the Vocabidary 1 have made free use of the com- 
mentaries — some of which are remarkably good — on the margin of mj 
manuscripts. I must also acknowledge my obligations to i\I. Ch. De- 
fremery, the notes to whose translation of the “ Gulistan ” furnished me 
with much valuable information. 

The writings of Sa’di are held in high esteem Avherever Persian is 
studied. His “Pand-nama,” “Gulistan,” and “Bostan,” especially, are 
commonly read, quoted and admired ; ' and the two former are the first put 
into the hands of the youthful student. Tliis, however, is not to be attri- 
buted to their being more highly prized, generally, than the writings of 
others (for the Persian scholar by no means places Sa’di in the foremost 
rank of authors), but to their greater simplicity of style and suitableness 
of subject-matter. It would, perhaps, be difficult to find in the language 
another author whose works combine at once such simplicity of style with 
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so miny bcnutics of thonglit nnd linguagc Hcnco tlio orks of Sa’di are 
nglitl^ the first tint arc taken up bj an English studenL But for an exten- 
suo and sound kno^\ ledge of Persian the works of Sa’di alono, or of Sa’di 
^^ltb tlio addition of tlio “Am an Sultaili,’ will not suffice Portions, at 
least, of all tlio old authors of mark, as also of tho moderns, should be 
studied as -ncll It is to be feared, llo^^o^cr, that as long as so little 
encouragement is gi\ cn to Oriental ‘scliolarsliip in England, tho student 
of Persian will not step bej ond tho beaten path of tho “ Gulistan ” and tho 
“ An\ an Suhaili and that the stud^ of tho works indicated above a' ill bo 
regarded as a luxury, to bo enjojed bj those alono 'i\ho are fortunate m 
the possession of a natural lo\e for tho stud), and leisure at command 
to gratif} thatlo\e 

It ^\as mj intention to ha\c prefixed a Life of Sa’di, compiled from 
rehablo sources, to this edition of tho Gulistan, but as this would have 
delated tho appearance of tho work for some months, it was deemed 
advisable to put fortli tho work without it, and to proceed with the 
biography with the xicw to its appearance m another work, which it is 
expected w ill bo shortl} ready for the press
